admissions  - a matter  of  individuals 


Mr.  James  H.  Bates,  recently  appointed  Director  of  Admissions, 
came  to  Pine  Manor  from  Yale  University,  where  he  was 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Yale  Association  of  Class  Officers. 
Previously,  he  was  associated  with  the  Salisbury  (Connecticut) 
School  as  member  of  the  Admissions  Committee,  .Alumni 
Director,  and  teacher  of  biology  and  chemistry.  He  holds  the 
B.A.  degree  from  Yale  University,  the  M.A.  from  Columbia 
t!  University,  and  the  M.S.  from  Syracuse  University. 


P ine  Manor  has  always  been  interested  in  individuals 
and  it  continues  to  be  interested  in  individuals.  Every 
candidate  for  admission  is  considered  as  a person,  not 
simply  as  a bundle  of  statistics.  What  is  best  for  each 
applicant  supercedes  the  more  selfish  concerns  of  expe- 
diency, public  relations,  and  the  personal  pleasure  or  con- 
venience of  those  other  than  the  candidate  herself. 
Therefore,  this  seems  to  be  a good  time  for  Pine  Manor 
to  restate  and  underscore  its  interest  in  individuals,  espe- 
cially as  they  first  appear  on  our  doorstep  as  applicants 
for  admission. 

The  emotionally  charged  area  of  college  admissions  has 
been  a subject  of  great  discussion,  criticism,  and  concern 
on  the  part  of  teachers,  educational  administrators,  and 
parents  for  more  than  a decade.  Many  parents,  having 
been  admitted  to  college  themselves,  feel  that  they  have 
some  knowledge  of  the  admissions  situation.  Yet  the 
pressures  of  competition,  the  gradual  improvement  of 
secondary  education,  and  the  span  of  time  between  the 
present  and  that  of  parents’  own  formal  educations  all 
tend  to  cloud  a parent’s  knowledge  of  the  intricacies  of 
college  admissions  today.  These  considerations,  linked 
with  the  fact  that  we  are  dealing  in  an  area  where  the 
rational  and  the  emotional  become  very  closely  inter- 
twined, make  it  important  for  those  of  us  in  admissions 
work  to  inform  parents  and  teachers  of  where  we  stand 
and  what  we  are  trying  to  do.  The  inescapable  truth  is 
that  decisions  to  fill  places  must  be  made  when  there  are 
fewer  places  than  qualified  applicants.  This  means  that 
many  candidates  will  be  accepted,  but  it  also  means  that 
many  must  be  rejected.  This  is  a difficult  and  delicate 
task;  in  actuality  it  is  the  basic  challenge  of  the  admis- 
sions situation. 

Education  for  the  Future 

One  vital  concern  of  admissions  officers  is  that  education 
must  be  oriented  toward  the  future.  I fear  that  many 
“educated”  people  fail  to  come  to  grips  with  the  basic 
reality  of  this  fact.  Teachers  must,  more  and  more,  be 
oriented  to  think  in  terms  of  when  their  students  will  be 
decision  makers  in  society:  20,  30,  or  40  years  in  the 
future.  Perhaps  this  is  impossible,  but  educators  must  try! 
It  is  in  the  trying  that  our  students  will  be  served  best. 
Tnrough  a liberal  arts  education  a realistic  philosophy 
should  be  developed  which  will  serve  our  current  students 
at  the  height  of  their  various  careers.  We  in  education 
must  constantly  bear  in  mind  that  we  are  preparing  young 


men  and  young  women  for  decisive  positions  in  the  early 
years  of  the  twenty-first  century. 

The  Place  of  Tradition 

On  the  opposite  end  of  the  scale  we  must  be  aware  of, 
and  recognize,  the  contributions  of  the  past.  Perhaps  a 
very  difficult  question  to  answer  well  these  days  is:  what 
is  the  importance  and  significance  of  tradition?  In  Pine 
Manor’s  instance  this  becomes  very  clear  when  one  visits 
the  new  Pine  Manor  campus,  for  the  visitor  becomes 
aware  immediately  that  this  is  not  a “new  institution.” 
Pine  Manor  has  a long  tradition  of  academic  integrity  and 
concern  for  the  individual,  a tradition  which  has  created 
strong  ties  of  loyalty  among  her  alumnae.  These  tradi- 
tional factors,  coupled  with  the  imposing  buildings  and 
spacious  beauty  of  the  new  campus,  give  Pine  Manor  a 
strength  which  would  not  be  possible  if  either  factor  were 
absent. 

Alumnae  Relatives  as  Applicants 

The  importance  of  tradition  is  further  reflected  in  the  ad- 
missions policy  relating  to  relatives  of  alumnae.  The  col- 
lege is  keenly  interested  in  continuing  these  ties,  yet  it 
would  be  unkind  to  all  concerned  if  it  did  not  recognize 
that  the  student's  ability  to  do  the  academic  work  of  the 
college  is  the  primary  factor  in  the  admission  of  any 
applicant.  All  other  factors  being  equal,  admissions  pref- 
erence is  granted  at  Pine  Manor  to  alumnae-related 
applicants. 

The  admissions  officer  works  to  find  and  admit  students 
who  can  be  educated  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future 
and  who,  at  the  same  time,  can  be  made  aware  of  the 
significance  of  the  past.  The  combination  of  these  two 
(actors  is  basic  to  the  development  of  the  person  who 
will  make  good  decisions  when  they  are  needed. 

Pervading  both  of  these  ideas  is  an  awareness  that  a 
college  has  a vitality  and  is  really  a “living  organism.”  It 
will  grow,  change,  develop,  and  be  subject  to  the  period 
in  which  it  exists,  much  as  people  are.  Its  character  is  a 
composite  of  the  ideas  and  desires  oi  those  who  serve  it: 
its  trustees,  president,  laculty,  administrators,  and  alum- 
nae. Thus  a good  institution  must  grow  and  change,  for  to 
stay  the  same  is  to  become  quickly  obsolete.  Further,  not 
only  must  a college  be  willing  and  able  to  keep  pace  with 
the  times,  it  must  also  strive  to  be  near  the  vanguard  of 
society.  Its  whole  effort  should  be  oriented  towards  the 
future. 


Variety  in  the  Student  Body 

As  we  look  at  the  world  today  and  assess  the  needs  ol 
the  next  few  years,  we  must  work  for  variety  in  the 
student  body.  Because  a college  is  somewhat  removed 
from  the  pressures  of  a home  community,  it  can  encourage 
open  discussions  and  a "no-holds-barred”  approach  to 
problems.  The  more  divergent  the  student  body,  the  more 
rewarding  the  experience  for  each  individual  student. 
Consequently,  we  must  make  an  effort  to  secure  girls  of 
different  backgrounds  for  one  important  reason:  it  is  good 
education  for  all!  We  need  only  to  look  at  the  problems 
lacing  today’s  students  to  get  some  idea  of  the  basic 
sense  of  this  argument.  Critical  problems  including  popu- 
lation, travel,  communications,  politics,  and  economic 
inter-dependence  will  intensify  their  pressures  during  the 
latter  part  of  this  century.  The  more  young  people  can 
learn  about  each  other  during  their  formative  years,  the 
better  prepared  they  will  be  to  cope  with  the  circum- 
stances in  which  they  will  find  themselves  as  adults. 

This,  then,  is  the  background  against  which  admissions 
officers  must  work.  They  must  be  aware  of  the  traditions 
of  their  institutions  and  their  culture,  and  they  must  be 
aware  that  their  charges  will  face  problems  which  it  is 
difficult  for  admission  officers  even  to  imagine  today. 

Fo  choose  the  best  candidates  from  Pine  Manor's  appli- 
cant group  is  certainly  a difficult  task.  A variety  of  factors 
are  involved  in  each  decision:  diversity  of  culture  and 
geography,  cognizance  of  traditional  associations,  intellec- 
tual capacity  and  interest,  need  for  financial  aid,  and 
personal  qualities.  All  these  considerations  must  be 
studied,  evaluated,  and  discussed,  before  a sound  decision 
can  be  reached,  for  the  objective  of  the  Pine  Manor  Ad- 
missions Committee  is  twofold,  a decision  wise  for  the 
individual  applicant,  yet  beneficial  for  the  Pine  Manor 
student  body  as  a whole. 

Now  we  come  to  the  specifics  of  our  discussion.  Let  us 
assume  that  there  were  six  candidates  for  three  places 
at  Pine  Manor  Junior  College.  Because  one  was  clearly 
qualified,  we  have  admitted  her  — perhaps  even  on  the 
Early  Decision  Plan.  Because  another  was  clearly  un- 
qualified, destined  never  to  be  able  to  do  the  work,  we 
have  rejected  her.  For  the  two  remaining  openings  we 
have  four  candidates  described  above,  and  these,  typical 
of  the  great  majority  of  seventy  per  cent  of  our  applicants, 
fall  into  the  large  middle  ground  where  they  face  the 
toughest  competition  and  where  the  admissions  decisions 
become  the  most  difficult  to  make. 
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All  four  hypothetical  candidates  are  fairly  similar  in  terms 
of  their  standardized  test  scores,  and  all  attend  what  we 
consider  to  be  good  schools.  Their  College  Board  scores 
place  them  in  the  middle  to  upper-middle  segment  of  the 
college  applicant  group  throughout  the  country.  If  you 
were  a member  of  the  Admissions  Committee  which  two 
candidates  would  you  choose?  How  would  you  estimate 
their  academic  potential,  their  personal  qualifications,  and 
the  probabilities  of  their  making  positive  contributions  to 
the  life  of  the  College?  Turn  back  to  page  2,  where  we 
first  presented  the  four  candidates  in  question  in  profile 
form.  Consider  each  student’s  autobiographical  statement, 
the  report  of  her  senior  English  teacher,  the  school’s  re- 
commendation, and  the  impressions  recorded  by  a Pine 
Manor  admissions  officer.  Which  individuals  would  you 
choose  to  admit  — and  which  to  reject? 

The  choice  — a matter  of  individuals  — is  a very  difficult 
one.  The  committee  hopes  to  choose  the  girls  best  suited 
to  Pine  Manor,  the  ones  who  will  profit  most  from  a Pine 
Manor  education  and  who  will  contribute  to  the  life  of 
the  college.  It  dislikes  having  to  reject  anyone,  but  in  a 
matter  of  decisions  and  individuals  some  must  be  ac- 
cepted and  others  must  be  turned  away.  Perhaps  the 
consolation  here  is  that  the  momentary  disappointment 
of  an  admissions  refusal  is  much  less  than  the  agony  of 
academic  failure  — of  “washing  out”  or  “dropping  out” 
after  having  started  at  a college  and  then  having  to  return 
home  to  try  to  explain  the  failure  to  family  and  friends 
and  secondary  school  teachers  and  advisers. 

Have  you  chosen  the  two  candidates  whom  you  would 
like  to  have  admitted?  If  so,  then  compare  your  choices 
with  the  following  decisions  made  by  the  Admissions 
Committee: 

1.  Sarah  Donaldson  — Sarah  was  accepted.  The  com- 
mittee felt  that  she  exhibited  strong  potential  for  leader- 
ship, a mature  sense  of  values,  industry,  and  a real  desire 
to  expand  intellectually.  Sarah  showed  a sound  record  of 
performance  which  could  not  be  denied.  She  will  not  be 
a brilliant  student,  but  should  profit  greatly  from  two 
years  of  a solid  liberal  arts  program. 

2.  Cynthia  Mark  — Cynthia  was  rejected.  The  Admissions 
Committee  felt  that  Cynthia  might  run  into  trouble  with 
a demanding  liberal  arts  program  stressing  verbal  skills. 
Her  grades  in  English  and  History  were  relatively  low, 
and  her  problem  with  organization  of  habits,  coupled 
with  her  feeling  of  academic  pressure,  weighed  against 
her  acceptance  when  she  was  compared  with  the  other 
three  applicants.  She  would  certainly  be  acceptable  at  a 

10  less  competitive  college  and  would  profit  more,  personally, 


from  success  than  from  the  struggle  she  might  have  faced 
here. 

3.  Linda  Morris  — Linda  was  rejected.  This  was  a very 
difficult  decision,  and  the  Admissions  Committee  was 
split  in  its  opinion  for  a long  time.  Linda  could  profit 
greatly  from  two  years  at  Pine  Manor,  but  she  might  also 
fail  to  accept  the  personal  responsibilities  with  which  she 
is  presented.  Even  granting  the  possibility  that  her  expul- 
sion was  unjust,  we  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  she  does 
“bend  the  truth”  and  might  not  react  positively  to  the 
honor  system.  The  possibility  of  poor  adjustment  to  col- 
lege responsibilities  was  a critical  factor  in  her  rejection. 

4.  Mary  Roberts  — Mary  was  accepted.  She  has  a solid 
record  of  achievement,  both  academically  and  as  a person. 
She  has  leadership  potential,  a desire  to  learn,  and  an 
interest  in  the  world  around  her.  Her  curiosity  and  desire 
to  broaden  her  horizons  are  very  significant  qualities. 
She  is  a strong  “all-round”  candidate  who  will  contribute 
to  the  life  of  the  college. 

You  have  made  your  decision  to  accept  two  of  the  four 
candidates.  Now  what  happens  when  the  Dean  of  the 
College  reports  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  that  the  fall 
enrollment  situation  is  substantially  different  from  what 
was  originally  anticipated?  This  means  that  more  seniors 
will  return  than  we  expected.  Because  of  this,  one  of  the 
two  girls  who  have  been  accepted  must  be  put  on  the 
waiting  list  and  may  not  matriculate  at  Pine  Manor  in 
the  fall.  Which  girl,  of  the  two  girls  you  just  accepted, 
would  you  place  on  the  waiting  list?

(A  Head  Start  Summer)

Poverty  makes  its  impact  on  the 
growing  child  during  his  first  stages 
of  awareness  of  the  world  outside 
himself.  During  the  pre-school  years, 
this  impingement  becomes  more 
apparent  as  the  child  is,  in  a sense, 
handicapped  by  his  environment  and 
subject  to  various  risks  to  his  health, 
education  and  welfare.  Project  Head 
Start,  a community  action  program, 
purposes  to  rescue  these 
underprivileged  children  lost  in  a 
gray  world  of  destitution  and  neglect. 
As  a volunteer  for  the  Head  Start 
summer  program  in  East  Falmouth, 
Massachusetts,  six  miles  from  my 
family’s  summer  home,  I spent  a 
memorable  summer  participating  in 
the  daily  activities  designed  to  help 
children  from  poor  families  fulfill  their 
greatest  growth  potentialities. 

By  improving  the  child’s  health, 
increasing  his  general  understanding, 
and  broadening  his  experiences,  Head 
Start  tries  to  develop  its  pre-schoolers 
physically,  emotionally,  intellectually

and  socially.  The  program,  essentially 
social,  aims  to  interpret  to  the  child 
his  total  environment.  Through 
association  with  his  contemporaries 
in  a happy,  natural  way,  the  child 
acquires  good  habits,  attitudes  and 
ideas.  He  gains  experience  in  social 
growth  and  development  by  sharing 
with  others  and  improving  his  own 
self-image.  He  attains  self-identity  in 
acquiring  self-confidence, 
self-expression,  self-discipline,  a 
degree  of  independence,  curiosity 
and  congeniality.  The  program  aims 
to  broaden  the  child’s  horizons 
through  wider  and  more  varied 
experience.  It  tries  to  develop  a 
climate  of  confidence  and  to  give  the 
child  a chance  to  succeed  in  order  to 
erase  patterns  of  frustration  and  fear 
of  failure.  Teachers  try  to  instill  in  the 
child  a responsible  attitude  toward 
society,  his  community,  and  his  family, 
and  to  introduce  him  to  authority 
figures  in  situations  asking  respect, 
not  fear.  His  experience  provides  a 
sound  foundation  for  later  school 
experience  because  these  children 
would  ordinarily  show  learning  and 
adjustment  difficulties  in  school, 
especially  in  their  inability  to 
communicate  because  of  limited 
experience  and  lack  of  knowledge  of 
the  world  outside  their  own  homes. 

Who  are  these  Head  Start  children? 
They  are  found  in  every  town,  born 
into  families  of  low  or  no  income,  and 
recruited  by  social  workers.  Some  do 
not  know  a hundred  words  because 
they  have  not  heard  a hundred  words, 
some  do  not  know  how  to  sit  in  chairs 
because  their  homes  have  no  chairs, 
and  some  have  never  seen  swings  or 
held  a flower.  They  are  unsure  of  who 
they  are  and  how  they  fit  into  the 
world.  Some  of  them  have  never 
before  seen  or  worked  with  crayons, 
scissors,  puzzles,  blocks  or  books. 


They  have  difficulty  with  authority 
figures  and  do  not  understand  or 
respond  to  discipline.  Motivation  for 
learning  is  often  limited.

Some  Head  Start  programs  operate 
only  during  the  summer,  but  the  thirty 
children  with  whom  I worked  are 
year-round  participants,  instructed  by 
two  certified  nursery  school  teachers, 
three  aides,  and  three  volunteers, 
including  my  mother  and  myself.  Most 
of  the  children  began  the  program  last 
September  in  order  to  spend  an  entire 
year  before  kindergarten.  Until  the 
summer,  according  to  their  teachers, 
they  had  experienced  a period  of 
adjustment  to  being  away  from  home 
with  adults  and  children  outside  their 
own  families,  and  to  new 
environments  and  situations.  Direct 
experience  through  a carefully  chosen 
three  hour  daily  program  forms  the 
basis  for  their  experience  in  learning. 

It  was  interesting  to  observe  how 
personal  experiences  at  home,  at 
school,  and  in  the  neighborhood  are 
vividly  interpreted  and  enlarged 
through  conversation,  pictures,  stories, 
songs,  and  games.  Experiences  are 
reproduced  through  free  use  of 
creative  materials  such  as  blocks,  clay, 
crayons,  and  paint.  In  the  daily 
program,  first  there  is  a period  when 
the  children  are  directed  individually 
in  such  activities  as  finger-painting 
or  caring  for  a pet.  Finger-painting 
12  teaches  the  child  both  emotional  and 


muscular  control.  During  the  next 
period,  the  children  become  a group 
as  they  listen  to  a story  or  sing 
together.  The  third  period  is  spent 
outdoors,  offering  the  child  a greater 
opportunity  to  express  himself  in 
communicating  with  untouched 
nature.  He  learns  to  develop  his  large 
muscles,  whose  coordination  comes 
before  small  muscle  coordination,  by 
swinging,  playing  ball,  riding  tricycles, 
walking  on  a balancing  board,  and 
jumping  rope.  Before  they  go  home, 
the  children  have  a hot  lunch,  for  some 
the  only  decent  meal  of  the  day,  and 
they  learn  proper  conduct  at  meals 
and  proper  eating  habits.  Often  the 
group  would  visit  an  airport,  an  animal 
farm,  or  a candy  factory,  and  gain  new 
insight  by  adding  to  their  knowledge 
of  their  surroundings.  Throughout 
each  day  we  would  talk  to  the 
children,  individually  and  to  the 
group,  about  everything  they  did  in  a 
way  to  help  them  learn,  understand, 
and  use  more  words  with  ease. 

Among  my  most  memorable  “students” 
is  Laurie,  an  undernourished, 
forlorn-looking  child  with  two  major 
problems;  lack  of  a loving  home  and 
total  insecurity.  She  lives  with  her 
father  in  a tiny  shack.  She  has  seen 


her  mother,  a patient  in  a mental 
institution,  twice  in  her  life.  While  her 
father  works  in  a factory,  a social 
worker  watches  Laurie.  Laurie  once 
told  me  that  her  father  sometimes 
leaves  her  alone  at  night.  As  a result 
of  her  insecure  environment,  she 
stutters  badly  and  is  constantly  cling- 
ing to  someone,  begging  to  be  read  to 
or  told  a story,  alone.  As  soon  as 
another  child  approaches  to  hear  the 
story,  Laurie  walks  away,  partly  hurt 
and  partly  jealous  in  her  intense  desire 
for  the  individual  attention  that  she 
cannot  seem  to  find. 

Another  pitiful  child  is  Schwinn, 
whose  mother  deserted  her  husband 
and  ten  children  when  Schwinn  was  a 
baby,  leaving  him  in  the  care  of  the 
oldest  child,  a twelve-year  old  girl. 
Because  of  his  inadequate  upbringing, 
he  is  incorrigible  and  unkempt.  I 
remember  shuddering  the  first  time  he 
mischievously  grinned  at  me  and 
exposed  his  almost  totally  decayed 
set  of  teeth  and  dark,  inflamed  gums. 

Chris,  a five-year  old  whose 
father  has  participated  in  several 
racial  riots,  is  constantly  kicking  and 
striking  other  children,  usually  girls. 
When  I confronted  him  for  an 
explanation  of  his  belligerence,  he 
said  he  “didn’t  have  no  reason.” 

“Chris,  you’d  better  stop  fighting  with 
the  other  kids,”  I ordered,  still 
clutching  his  arm.  “I  like  hittin’  just 
like  my  dad.  He’s  always  kickin’  and 
beatin’  Mom  so  it  must  be  o.k.  He’s 
gonna  give  me  a knife  when  I’m  ten. 
Then  I can  kill  things  and  maybe 
people  when  they  ask  for  it.” 
Speechless,  I released  him  and 
managed  to  ask,  “Would  you  knife 
me?”  “Not  yet,”  he  replied,  “but  it 
won’t  be  long,”  and  he  raced  off  after 
a frightened  little  girl.  Chris  seems  to 
be  one  of  the  three  Head  Starters 
incapable  of  being  helped. 


New  worlds  open  for  these  Headstart  youngsters  — a first  wondering  glimpse  of  a 
furry  rabbit;  a puzzle  to  work  alone,  or  with  a friend;  and  perhaps  most  important  of 
all,  time  to  grow  and  to  dream  in  peace. 


Through  my  brief,  but  meaningful 
experience  with  Project  Head  Start,  I 
myself  have  achieved  one  of  the  aims 
for  the  Head  Start  children;  that  of 
broadening  my  horizons,  as  I have 
been  able  to  acquire  a real 
understanding  of  poverty  and  its 
effects  on  its  smallest  victims.  I have 
also  learned  that  rather  than  sit  back 
and  shake  our  heads  or  shed  a few 
tears  for  these  children,  we  can  help 
them.  Underprivileged  children,  when 
given  the  chance,  might  have  the  same 
response  to  learning  as  other  children. 

1 have  observed  that  their  immediate 
questions  and  problems  must  feed  into 
the  total  curriculum  if  they  are  to 
enjoy  learning,  to  remember  what  they 
have  learned,  to  connect  it  with  what 
they  already  know,  and  to  want  to 
continue  learning,  that  this  is  the 
essence  of  creative  teaching.  My  work 
with  Head  Start  has  also  strengthened 
my  desire  to  become  a successful 
teacher.  Perhaps  my  most  rewarding 
single  experience  was  in  my 
relationship  with  a little  boy 
named  Sonny,  who  scored  higher  on 
intelligence,  ability,  and  motivation 
tests  than  any  other  child  in  the  group. 
He  can  also  run  faster  and  climb 
higher  than  anyone  else.  He  was  sure 
that  he  had  the  admiration  of  all  the 
other  children,  but  while  our 
friendship  was  still  rocky,  he  wasn’t 
sure  of  my  opinion  of  him.  He  would 
cover  up  this  apparent  insecurity  by 
boasting  of  his  athletic  prowess  and  of 
his  superiority  over  his  two  younger 
sisters  at  home.  During  the  last  week 
of  the  summer  session,  when  we  were 
all  lining  up  to  go  in  from  the 
playground,  Sonny,  the  independent 
little  man,  of  all  people,  took  my  hand. 
Demonstrating  real  confidence  in 
himself,  and  in  me,  he  shyly  confessed, 

“ ‘Member  when  I told  you  I got  two 
younger  sisters?  Well,  I really  got 
two  older  ones.”  13 
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More  than  fifty  enthusiastic  Pine  Manor  alumnae  gathered 
on  campus  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  October  17  and  18, 
to  attend  the  stimulating  and  rewarding  Eleventh  Annual 
Alumnae  Council.  These  articulate,  able  women  came 
from  New  England,  the  middle  Atlantic  states,  and  from 
as  far  away  as  Illinois. 

Lou  Lydon  Welch,  '45,  president  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, presided  at  the  opening  meeting  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon. Becky  Stout  Underhill,  ’50,  first  vice  president,  was 
in  charge  of  the  Council  arrangements.  Alumnae  guests 
were  quickly  plunged  into  the  innermost  workings  of  the 
College  when  James  H.  Bates,  Director  of  Admissions, 
asked  them  to  participate  in  a discussion  of  “Pine  Manor 
Admissions  in  1967.”  The  alumnae  were  given  the  creden- 
tials of  four  hypothetical  applicants  and  asked  to  match 
wits  with  the  members  of  the  Admissions  Committee  in 
selecting  two  of  the  four  for  acceptance  to  Pine  Manor. 
After  a lively  exchange  of  comments  a vote  was  taken 
and,  interestingly  enough,  the  majority  of  the  alumnae 
voted  for  the  two  candidates  whom  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee had  selected. 

On  Tuesday  evening  President  and  Mrs.  Ferry  entertained 
the  Councillors  at  a social  hour  held  in  their  inviting  home 
just  off  the  campus.  Dinner  in  the  Language  Dining  Room 
in  the  Refectory  was  sparked  with  lively  conversation 
and  laughter. 

The  handsome  Music  Room  of  the  Main  House  was  the 
setting  for  the  evening’s  panel  discussion  on  “Issues  of 
Contemporary  Art,”  moderated  by  Graham  P.  Teller, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts.  The  panel 
included  Mira  Frohnmayer,  Instructor  in  Music;  Rodman 
R.  Henry,  Instructor  in  Art  History;  David  Hicks,  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Music;  and  Anthony  H.  Thomp- 
son, Instructor  in  Art.  The  guests  were  delighted  with  the 
easy  rapport  of  the  group  as  they  agreed  and  disagreed 
and  amplified  each  other’s  thoughts  in  their  examination 
of  the  objectives  and  significance  of  contemporary  music 
and  art.  Questions  from  alumnae  concluded  the  evening. 

Breakfast  in  the  Refectory  was  a time  to  renew  old  friend- 
ships and  make  new  ones.  The  early  part  of  the  morning 
was  devoted  to  workshops  and  group  meetings  for  club 
officers,  class  secretaries  and  class  agents,  in  which  the 
purposes  and  techniques  of  their  individual  assignments 
were  defined.  It  is  this  core  of  dedicated  alumnae  who 
carry  the  responsibility  for  the  activities  of  the  Alumnae 
14  Association. 


After  a welcome  but  brief  coffee  hour  the  final  session  of 
the  Council  began  in  the  Music  Room.  Mrs.  Welch,  the 
president,  introduced  Jane  Kaiser  Henkels,  the  Director 
of  Alumnae  Relations,  who  gave  a resume  of  the  work 
of  the  committees.  The  silver  bowl,  given  each  year  to  the 
class  with  the  largest  percentage  of  donors  contributing 
to  the  Alumnae  Fund,  was  presented  to  the  1924  class 
agent,  Ruth  Taylor  DeGarmo,  who  also  serves  as  one  of 
two  Alumnae  Trustees. 

In  1967-8  gifts  made  to  the  Alumnae  Fund  will  be  used  to 
assist  students  and  faculty  members.  The  goal  of  the 
Alumnae  Fund  will  be  $55,000  from  50°/o  of  the  alumnae, 
this  amount  to  be  allocated  to  student  financial  aid  and 
increases  in  faculty  salaries.  This  bold  attack  on  Pine 
Manor’s  urgent  needs  is  a challenge  to  every  alumna. 

President  Ferry  was  the  final  speaker  of  the  Council.  He 
reviewed  briefly  the  tremendous  accomplishments  achiev- 
ed by  the  College  since  that  momentous  day  in  1961  when 
the  decision  was  made  to  move  to  Chestnut  Hill  . . . the 
creation  of  the  spacious,  beautiful  campus,  the  new 
buildings  already  erected,  the  others  now  in  progress. 
He  spoke  of  the  vision  and  courage  of  the  trustees  and 
the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  and  staff  during  this  period 
of  transition.  Then  he  looked  to  the  future,  outlining  a 
breath-taking  eleven  year  plan  for  Pine  Manor  which 
would  bring  to  completion  a splendid  physical  plant  and 
would  underwrite  the  College  with  endowment.  This  long 
range  program  would  enhance  immeasurably  the  teaching 
capacity  of  the  College  and,  in  the  years  to  come,  would 
benefit  the  minds  and  spirits  of  innumerable  young  Pine 
Manor  students.  It  is  this  traditional  concern  for  the 
growth  of  the  individual  that  has  made  Pine  Manor  one 
of  the  distinguished  Junior  Colleges  in  this  country. 

To  the  Councillors,  and  to  all  alumnae,  President  Ferry 
issued  a stirring  call  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  creation 
of  the  new  Pine  Manor  in  the  exciting  period  ahead.  He 
concluded  with  the  invitation,  “Come  back  next  year  and 
bring  a friend.”  It  is  an  invitation  to  all  alumnae  to  come 
and  see  for  themselves  what  is  taking  place  at  the  new 
Pine  Manor  campus.

When  Mrs.  Potter  accepted  the  presidency  of  Pine  Manor 
in  1930,  she  brought  with  her  admirable  experience  both 
as  a teacher  and  as  an  administrator  — experience  which 
Miss  Cooke  had  been  quick  to  recognize  as  assets  of 
major  value  to  an  institution  still  in  a transitional  stage 
toward  establishing  its  identity  as  a college  within  the 
general  framework  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools.  In  addition 
to  these  professional  qualifications,  it  is  probable  that 
Miss  Cooke  also  sensed  in  Mrs.  Potter  less  tangible  poten- 
tialities which  could  contribute  significantly  to  the  general 
welfare  of  the  fledgling  college.  I would  identify  these  as 
the  quality  of  her  mind,  the  character  of  her  educational 
philosophy,  and  the  relevance  of  her  spiritual  values. 

Mrs.  Potter’s  mind  was  a well-trained  and  capable  one,  of 
course,  but  I am  speaking  now  of  a mental  trait  less 
commonly  found  and  which  I would  call  a “sensitivity  of 
mind.”  Thus,  she  would  have  been  one  of  the  unhappiest 
of  citizens  — even  if  she  were  President!  — in  the  blood- 
less efficiency  of  such  worlds  as  Huxley’s  Brave  New 
World  or  Orwell’s  1984.  Her  own  mind  was  too  responsive 
to  the  nuances,  the  unclassifiable  fragrances,  of  creative 
thought  to  ever  permit  enmeshment  of  the  more  delicate 
capacities  of  the  intellect.  Many  teachers  at  Pine  Manor, 
many  students  and  many  alumnae  increasingly  sensed 
this  rare  capacity  in  Mrs.  Potter,  and  to  the  extent  that 
they  did  so  — and  were  able  to  “borrow”  so  precious  an 
asset  from  her  — they  were  better  equipped  to  guard 
themselves  from  the  tempting  but  often  destructive  over- 
simplifications that  have  too  often  characterized  the  men- 
tal climate  of  the  twentieth  century. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  Mrs.  Potter’s  educational  philos- 
ophy would  be  an  extension  and  implementation  of  the 
quality  about  which  I have  been  speaking.  Somewhere, 
the  Chinese  philosopher,  Lin  Yutang,  has  remarked  that 
the  aim  of  education  should  be  the  development  of  good 
taste  in  knowledge  and  in  conduct.  I think  that  Mrs. 
Potter  would  have  given  warm  approval  to  this  educa- 
tional objective,  for  it  articulates  the  instinctive  good 
taste  by  which  she  lived  and  toward  which  she  guided 


generations  of  the  Pine  Manor  family.  Let  me  emphasize 
that  by  “good  taste”  neither  Lin  Yutang  nor  Mrs.  Potter 
could  have  primarily  in  mind  the  limited  application  of 
the  term  all  too  common  in  modern  advertisement  or 
social  conversation.  Rather,  they  would  be  reminding  us 
of  the  humanistic  tradition  which  began,  in  our  western 
world,  with  the  Greeks,  flourished  again  in  the  Renais- 
sance, and  tenaciously  holds  its  ground  today  against 
those  forces  which  it  senses  to  be  its  natural  enemies  in 
liberal  education;  statistics,  easy-to-learn-at-home  cor- 
respondence courses,  the  current  love  affair  with  the 
computer.  In  short,  this  humanistic  tradition  will  continue 
to  insist  that  education  is  a far  too  subtle  process  to  be 
easily  “packaged,”  for  it  is  the  elusive  creation  of  young 
men  and  women  who  will  leave  our  colleges  and  carry 
into  their  homes  and  communities  an  abiding  sense  of 
comparative  values.  To  this  incalculable  heritage  of  west- 
ern civilization  Mrs.  Potter  made  her  private  contribution 
within  the  educational  history  of  Pine  Manor. 

It  is  fitting  to  close  this  affectionate  and  deeply  respectful 
tribute  to  Mrs.  Potter  by  referring  to  the  spiritual  values 
I believe  Miss  Cooke  discerned  in  her.  I will  be  most 
brief  on  this  particular  legacy  from  Mrs.  Potter,  for  I trust 
you  will  agree  that  the  very  qualities  I have  already 
honored  in  Mrs.  Potter  have  the  highest  spiritual  signifi- 
cance in  themselves.  I have  no  knowledge  of  Mrs.  Potter’s 
church  affiliation  or  of  her  specific  religious  convictions. 
It  is  no  matter,  for  one  remembers  her  for  her  life  and 
works,  and  these  are  always  the  spiritual  influences  which 
transcend  one’s  professed  creed.  Thus,  when  I heard  of 
Mrs.  Potter’s  death,  it  was  sufficient  for  me  to  recall  how 
often  she  would  remind  graduating  students  that  her 
“good-bye”  to  them  meant  “God  be  with  you.”  In  this 
manner,  I speak  for  all  of  us  in  saying  “good-bye”  to  Mrs. 
Potter.  My  only  addition  to  this  valedictory  is  one  which 
we  can  also  share:  “May  flights  of  angels  sing  thee  to 
thy  rest.”

A Commentary  on  the  Pine  Manor  Scene

It  had  always  seemed  to  me  that  a necessary  part  of  a true 
liberal  education  included  experiences  both  in  public  and 
private  schools,  co-educational  and  non  co-educational,  and 
in  different  sections  of  the  country.  The  transition  from  my 
home  in  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  to  Pine  Manor  in  Massachusetts, 
certainly  enabled  me  to  experience  this  concept  of  a complete 
education.  Although  I never  imagined  what  was  in  store  for 
me  before  I arrived,  I soon  learned  to  adapt  and  adjust  myself 
to  my  new  way  of  life.  When  asked  to  serve  as  student  editor, 
I jumped  at  the  opportunity  because  it  meant  that  I could 
relate  to  you  the  thoughts  and  attitudes  of  my  fellow  students. 
My  articles  are  intended  to  show  honestly  how  Pine  Manor 
women  react  to  the  College.  I will  be  delighted  if  you  will 
drop  me  a note  and  let  me  know  your  questions  and  thoughts 
about  Pine  Manor.  I’ll  be  looking  forward  to  hearing  from  you! 


At  a time  when  many  college  students  riot,  rebel,  and 
openly  defy  college  policies,  a Pine  Manor  alumna  might 
wonder  about  the  intellectual  and  emotional  mood  of  the 
women  on  this  campus.  Like  all  progressive  educational 
institutions,  Pine  Manor  encounters  problems  in  guiding 
student  intellectual  and  emotional  growth.  Pine  Manor 
students,  are,  however,  extremely  fortunate  to  have  the 
privilege  of  voicing  their  opinions  to  the  administration 
about  college  policies  which  affect  them  and/or  the  entire 
college  community.  If  the  students  advocate  a change  in 
college  policy  and  their  arguments  are  valid  and  reason- 
able, then  the  possibility  of  seeing  these  ideas  and  sug- 
gestions enacted  is  amazingly  good.  Since  Pine  Manor 
seems  quite  willing  to  listen  to,  and  then  experiment  with, 
these  new  ideas,  the  students  have  no  need  or  reason  to 
demonstrate  or  rebel. 

The  sooner  a woman  learns  to  live  in  a co-educational 
environment  as  a man’s  intellectual  equal  and  platonic 
friend,  not  just  as  his  date,  then  the  better  she  will  be 
able  to  lead  a balanced  life.  Pine  Manor  would  definitely 
serve  the  need  for  a total  education  more  effectively  if  it 
became  co-educational,  but  since  it  is  unlikely  to  do  so  in 
the  near  future,  the  students  are  trying  to  involve  them- 
selves in  constructive  activities  which  will  bring  them 
closer  to  the  realities  of  the  “outside”  world  and  offer 
them  opportunities  to  meet  and  understand  people  with 
common  goals,  problems  or  interests. 

Last  spring  a student  approached  some  faculty  members 
about  the  possibility  of  instituting  a debate  and  forensic 
club  that  would  debate  not  only  with  its  members,  but 
would  also  compete  regularly  with  other  colleges  in 
official  forensic  tournaments.  She  envisioned  an  active, 
enthusiastic  group  that  would  become  sincerely  interested 
and  involved  in  the  debate  question,  the  art  of  debating, 
and  the  spirit  of  competition.  The  faculty  members  en- 


couraged her  beginning  efforts,  promised  their  help,  and 
brought  the  proposition  to  President  Ferry.  Since  it 
seemed  a worthy  and  constructive  activity  for  Pine  Manor 
students,  the  idea  was  approved,  and  basic  plans  were 
made  for  the  organization  of  the  Debate  Club.  The  faculty 
members  asked  for  a budget  and  a faculty  adviser,  and 
the  requests  were  gladly  granted.  Since  the  rest  of  the 
senior  student  debaters  would  be  beginners,  the  student 
organizer  and  faculty  advisers  gathered  information  dur- 
ing the  summer  about  debating,  debate  techniques  and 
rules,  and  tournaments.  They  were  all  determined  to  make 
this  idea  become  a reality  — and  indeed  it  has! 

1967  marks  the  beginning  of  the  Pine  Manor  Debate  Club. 
Work  and  study  have  already  started  by  some  twenty 
enthusiastic  members  on  a topic,  determined  by  the  Amer- 
ican Forensic  Association,  which  will  be  debated  the 
entire  year  by  college  students  all  over  America:  Resolved: 

That  the  federal  government  should  guarantee  a minimum 
annual  cash  income  to  all  citizens.  To  help  the  novices 
learn  more  about  competitive  debate,  Flarvard  University’s 
long-established  debate  club  has  agreed  to  allow  the  Pine 
Manor  debaters  to  sit  in  and  learn  from  their  organiza- 
tional meetings  and  practice  debates.  This  will  provide 
Pine  Manor  debaters  invaluable  knowledge  about  organ- 
izing materials  and  the  actual  art  of  debate.  Work  at 
Pine  Manor  began  with  discussions  of  the  debate  topic  in 
an  effort  to  gain  a thorough  understanding  of  the  problem. 

It  now  includes  a daily  “keeping  up”  with  news  of  the 
topic  and  then  pooling  information  with  every  teammate 
at  weekly  work  sessions.  As  the  year  progresses,  the  team 
hopes  to  master  the  topic  and  gain  skill  in  defending  the 
affirmative  or  negative  argument  against  any  team  — 
male  or  female.  The  club  will  also  provide  opportunity 
for  its  members  to  meet  people  outside  the  Pine  Manor 
community  who  are  interested  in  the  same  pursuits.  At 
last,  talking  to  a man  does  not  have  to  be  on  a date! 

If  a female  student  feels  that  a male  does  not  respect 
her  intellectual  ability  just  because  she  is  a girl,  competi- 
tion is  her  chance  to  prove  his  theory  false!  Most  im- 
portant, though,  this  club  will  provide  an  intellectual  and 
stimulating  channel  through  which  a Pine  Manor  student 
may  develop  special  talents. 

New  ideas  need  freedom  of  expression  and  action  before 
they  can  be  judged  worthy  or  unworthy,  successes  or 
failures.  Although  the  very  fact  of  attending  a woman’s 
college  may  inhibit  the  extent  of  our  education,  Pine 
Manor  at  least  does  encourage  students  to  try  new  ways 
to  better  and  broaden  their  college  experiences.  19

I cannot  adequately  express  my  admira- 
tion for  the  efficient  work  that  has  gone  behind 
the  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  most  of  the 
members  of  the  Class  of  '28.  I,  too,  should  be 
most  grateful  and  happy  to  learn  the  address  of 
Bonibel  Glasgow  (Mrs.  David  Copeland).  Truly, 
it  was  a unique  joy  to  read  the  names  of  those 
“girls”  I have  not  seen  in  all  these  years,  and 
each  face  and  some  personal  characteristic  of 
each  one  came  to  my  mind  as  I read. 

Isn’t  it  just  glorious  that  we  have  a new  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College?  I had  the  very  special 
pleasure  of  visiting  Wellesley  in  the  summer 
of  ’65.  Every  inch  of  the  “village”  brought  back 
memories  of  our  fun  days  as  students:  visiting 
the  displays  at  the  Inn;  growing  plump  on 
brownies  from  the  drug  store,  or  sundaes  at  the 
Inn.  I thought  of  dear  Miss  Pratt  at  Westlea.  Do 
you  remember  Mabel  Hill  and  her  dynamic 
sociology?  The  lovely  Miss  Henry  and  her  inter- 
pretations of  good  music? 

The  Bulletin  which  has  been  sent  to  me  so 
regularly  has  been  read  with  great  interest  and 
a good  bit  of  nostalgia. 

Would  you  find  any  interest  in  hearing  what 
I have  been  doing  these  intervening  years? 

I studied  and  traveled  and  enjoyed  a very 
active  social  life  after  my  year  at  Dana  where 
I worked  in  Miss  Waldo’s  office.  You  may  re- 
member that  I stayed  on  after  my  year  at  Pine 
Manor  as  a very  insignificant  member  of  the 
faculty  at  Dana  Hall. 

In  May,  1931,  I answered  a very  real  “voca- 
tion” to  enter  the  Convent  in  St.  Louis  as  a 
Sister  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  This  is  an  Order 
which  has  centers  in  475  cities  throughout  the 
entire  world.  In  all  countries  our  work  is  the 
same:  the  re-education  of  teen-age  girls  who 
have  problems  in  their  lives.  They  are,  in  al- 
most all  cases,  disadvantaged  girls  who  have 
acted  out  against  society  or  their  parents  in 
some  form  of  anti-social  behavior.  I cannot  tell 
you  how  rewarding  this  life  work  has  been! 
Girls  between  the  ages  of  13  and  17  are  so  sal- 
vageable and  so  open  and  accepting  of  help 
from  those  who  are  sincerely  dedicated  to  open- 
ing up  new  horizons  and  launching  them  to  a 
new  start  in  life.  In  enormous  numbers  of  in- 
stances they  have  made  truly  successful,  happy 
lives  from  the  most  hopeless  conditions  of  en- 
vironment and  home  situations. 

I have  worked  in  several  of  our  Centers  as 
Director  of  Girls:  in  Chicago,  Memphis,  Hous- 
ton. I was  Administrator  in  our  St.  Louis  Con- 
vent for  a period,  but  this  seemed  dull,  indeed, 
after  a life  of  working  with  and  for  teen-agers. 
At  present  I am  in  charge  of  the  Reception 
Center  here  in  Chicago,  where  our  girls  receive 
orientation  training  before  entering  the  high 
school  and  social  living  groups.  I am  also 
Director  of  Public  Relations  here.  I find  this 
much  to  my  liking  because  I love  our  work  so 
much. 

Your  letter  was  so  warm  and  interesting.  If 
you  should  be  attending  the  40th  reunion,  would 
you  be  so  good  as  to  communicate  to  all  our 
old  friends  my  Greetings  and  my  most  affec- 
tionate best  wishes.  How  I should  like  to  meet 
any  of  you  if  you  are  ever  in  Chicago. 

Now  I feel  much  better.  I have  so  often  been 
requested  to  send  in  some  little  bit  of  news  for 
the  Bulletin. 

I should  be  most  happy  to  hear  from  any  of 
my  classmates  and  over-joyed  to  have  a visit 
from  you. 

Is  there  a Pine  Manor  group  here  in  the 
Chicago  area? 

Once  again,  Helen,  my  very  real  thanks  to 
you  and  to  all  the  staff  who  have  been  so  con- 
sistently faithful  about  keeping  me  on  the  mail- 
ing list.  Please  never  drop  me! 

P.S.  I kept  my  name  — it  now  has  a French 
pronunciation.
